The colonel said 
that last year $10,430 was given by tho 
association in cash prizes. 

In reply to a vote otsthanks. Lord 
Grey said that every man should be 
a good rifle shot. He was never 
prouder in his life than when ho wore 
a rifle marksman badgo of his country 
on his arm. Ihi asked where were 
tho grants of millionaires to ihe asso- 
ciation. Ho was in favor of pliysical 
training in the schools and the devel- 
opment of the system. In tills con- 
nection ho s.ild that it was his Inten- 
tion to give a ^.'"lOO trophy to bo siiot 
for annually by cities of the Dominion 
having the largest and most oflicienL 
number of cadets. The details as to 
tho shooting for this prize would be 
arranged with the association. 

Sir Frederick Borden hoped the mil- 
lionaires would take notice of tho 
suggestion thrown out by his excel- 
loncy.

question careful consideration. 'I'his 
was more than a quarter of a century 
ago. Other instances of this nature 
could be cited from the various pro- 
vinces, whore Judges, considering 
great Issues In the e:ilm atmospliei-e 
surrounding their high office, were 
able to see matters in a clearer ami 
more steady light than men in the 
turmoil of politics or the stress of 
business life could hope to. A v(>r\- 
great deal of good has been done in 
this way. The people need at times

Two ])roiniuent. n>;ildonts of Winni- 
peg, Tliomas iieatlle and George 
Skinner, arrived In Victoria on Jlon- 
day after making: a lengtliy tour of the 
southern .states iind jMexlco and are 
registered at the Drlard. After spend- 
ing Konie wcelus in the Kuuth tliey have 
beconio llrinly eonvlnced that VicHorki 
Is the most picturesque spot upon the' 
Paclhe eoast and tliat It i.s de.sllned 
to beeomo the re.sidenLl;il ye;it of Can- 
ada. Jlr. lieattii' wlm is a member 
of tlie (inn of Wauyli Beattie, Win- 
nipeg, while he wa.s forced to leave 
for homo last evening, e.\pre.ssed the 
hcii)e that ho ml(,'lit be able to spend 
inure thne hei'e at an early date. "Vou 
li.-wo here what might lie termed thi! 
I'a.s.idrna of Canada," remarked Mr. 
Heaitie, growing entliusiastic in 
praise of this city. Mr. Slilnner' took 
i xeepliou to this retnaric. He did not 
thinli it. went far enougli. He tiiought 
It would be more apt to term Brltl.sh 
Columbia the California of Canada and 
N'ietoria il.s falroHt gem. 

Continuing .Mr. Skinner told ol' his 
trip through .Mexico und the inii'res- 
slons he had reeelvc<l a.s a result of 
personal olis.'iAations. 'I'here wa.s no 
doubt, lie said, lliai tier.- wen- im- 
menso pi laslbili ties tor Lln; . 'nterprlsinr, 
liusinessinan in Central Aincrlea. For- 
tunes were being maile in a eompar- 
;ili\ely .short time and the country 
generally was being iipi'iied up, Us nat- 
ural mineral and agrleultur.'il re- 
sources tievcloped to a greater extent 
ihAu ever before. In every town 
things we're liooiiilng. From that 
siantlimint he was favorably ImpresKod 
with .Mexico. lie also tUo.Visht that 
it would become a tourist resort of 
some repute. It had everything nec- 
os.sary to onsiire Its popularity In that 
respect with the exception of one es- 
sential, namely, climate. Perhaps, 
however, the same thing would not 
strike another [lorson the way it had 
done him. Personally ho I'^i'l ""^ 
round tlio elimat(.. ciingenial but 
thiiiiglit it would lie a, serious handi- 
eai> to the development of the conn- 
try into a tourii^t centre ot iinpiu-- 
tanee. 

Asked what, in Ills opinion, v.'as tlio 
Ijossibllity ot the uTowtli ef a large 
volume of trade between :Mexico and 
(Canada with the Introduction of the 
new steamship service, Mr. Skinner 
did not care to cxpresa an opinion, llo 
explained that ho had not looked Into 
the conditions prevailing in .Mexico 
from a commercial viewpoint. Hd had 
ubsorved more with the eyef.Of a tour- 
ist and, as he had stated, while nc- 
knowledsing that Mexico and ih..' 
whole of Central America possessed 
historical and other attractions its c li- 
mate was Ukely to hinder its becom- 
ing' a' res6rt of international reputa- 
tion. In this respect it was imlike 
the western part of Canada — iinlilce 
the capital of Britlsli f:nliimbia. 

Mr. Skinner then reverted to his 
comment upon Victoria, lie spoke of it 
In glowing terms, slntirig that cli- 
mato Its scetier\' ami other eharming 
characteristics ussuruil Us becoming 
"the residential seat of Canada." ilo 
added, "Hut you have n.ii tak'^n ad- 
vantage of your natural Sieauty to the 
fullest p.jssible oxtenl. If 1 may bo 
perniltti'il to make the remark with- 
out undue criticism I might say that 
the citv. thoueh quaint is crude. 
With the expenditure of say $1,000,- 
000 or $2. Otto, 000 to enhance the charms 
ot the place artinclSilly you would havo 
a spot which would be the talk m ilie 
continent and which would attract 
thousands and thousands of penjile 
from all parts of the world every sea- 
son." 

.Mr. Beattie then joined In the con- 
versation with the remark that ho en- 
dorsed evervthing whioh :Mr. Skinner 
liad said. He liked Victoria better 
than any spot lie had visited through- 
out his tour and was more jdeased than 
he could say to he buclt onco mcjre 
under the Cnion Jack and, what -was 
more, in on,- of the most beautiful cit- 
ies of Canada,

The proposal to levy a small rate 
upon all those who wish to carry 
guns was brought up before the legis- 
lature two sessions ago but was voted 
down. In reopening the auestion, tho 
local Game Society feels ■ certain that 
whatever opposition there may have 
been in the past, has now blown over, 
and Is conlident that tho proposal will 
meet with tho approval of tho people 
us a whiile. 

"We intend," said .lauies Musgr.ave, 
secn-tary of the local (lame Soidi ly, 
to the Colonist \esterdny, "to recom- 
mend the fixing of the tax at $;i.OO. 
It is a com|>aral i vely small sum, and 
would b'' littli- f.'lt by each Inillvldual. 
Ill the agKi-.-Liate, iiuwever. it will 
make' u eonsiilfrabli' amount, much 
greater than one would be Inclined to 
believe at lirst thought. By imposing 
similar gun licenses other countries 
have made considerable sums for the 
bettor protection of tholr game. For 
Instance, in Wisconsin they levied a 
tax of $1.00 a gun, and In one year 
collected $'.)S,000." 

Mr. -Musgrave pointed out that It 
was only ..m liunlors that it was wish- 
ed to li'V.N- th.' license. l?ona tide 
farima-s and laiim-rs' smis, the so- 
ciety would reiommend, be either ex- 
enipti'd or let olf with a purely nom- 
inal lux. 

"The\- fi-i'd the birds, and they allow 
us to run ovor lledr lands. It would 
be harill.\- fair to ta.x tln'iii for the 
privilege of carr>imr a gun. .\ll the 
same Uiere must be sonie license for 
farmers. otherwise many caught 
shooting without a license would Itn- 
im diately claim to bo a farmer. To 
get over this difficulty we shall sug- 
i;i st that a special farmers' license be 
prepared, for which' the farmers be 
charged only lifly or twenty-five 
cents. Hut we shall recommend that 
it lie made comimlsory that whenever 
mil shooting they c.-irry the lii-eiise. 
l'"or a man to say that li.' has l.'ft 
his lieens.' at hniio' should be no ex- 
eus.', and the !;amo v, .irdens slionld be 
empov.er. il to ihal uilh ii. man who 
cannot produer bis licnse, even 
Ihougli he may have fine at linme, in 
Just the saimi way as they doal with 
the man who has no license at all." 

The Game Society will recommend 
that the proceeds, of any license levied 
on guns, bo devoted to tb'o proscrva,- 
tion of the game of the province. Mr. 
Musgrave pointed out that altliougti 
the present game warden, Byron Wii- 
llama. Is doing splendid work, it Is 
nevertliole.ss iilisolutoly Inipo.sslblo for 
him to cover tlie whole province, or 
I'ven tho portions of it most important 
from a hunter's point of view. lie 
stated that the smdety would .'Uiggcst 
that the proceeds of the gun liciisei 
be si't apart for the purpose of eii- 
gilging ib'piity game wardens for the 
jirotecdlon of the game animals and 
birds during tlie breiMlIng and othor 
seasons ' wln-ii their iireservatlon is 
particularly Important. 

"jV single grouse killed during the 
breeding season," pointed out Mr. 
jMusgrave, "usually means the loss of 
a brood of a dozen or so, and yet the 
breeding season Is Just when tho 
grouse In many- parts ot tho country 
suffer - moat heavily. They can bo 
knocked down with a stick, and I know 
whero there, arc; Chlnuniiiii who regu- 
larly Indulge In this sort of thing. 
Thi> Indians, too, are olfi'iidot's lu this 
regard. To iny knowledgo jsbvonteon 
grouse wei-e solil in this city by In- 
dians, last close season." 

In conclusion, Mr. .Musgrave pidiUed 
out what a valuable asset tho game of 
a country may become by cUIng tho 
e.vample of 'Mnlne. In Malm; the 
hunlhig and llshing I.h ciirefuUy pre- 
sin'ved. and during tho open seuson 
niiiny mlllliniiilros and wealthy hunt- 
ers visit It. Ah rovenuQ from Its 
hunting and llshing concessions alone, 
JvmJn(j.iaiuitlaHy-!.:x'ecolvesv'?2B',000,000.

Will Be Refused by Provincial Authorities— Position of Gov- 
ernment Unassailable— Sustained by Colonial Usages

British Columbia will win the lirst 
round in the contest foi- securiiit; rec- 
0!,-nitlon of provincial rights in Indian 
reserves when tho (Iraiul Trunin I'a- 
eitic railway presents its tjstciislblo 
grant from the nondnion of tlie I'A,- 
yG7 acres of land in the Tsimpsean 
reserve lor registration. It Is practi- 
cally certain tho application will bo 
refused. 

Tho reason for this is perfoctly 
plaln. I^aiid lltles In Uritish t'oluin- 
bia, with tho e.\ceptlon of a few In- 
dian treaty titles In tho early tiftles 
can only be secured from three roots. 
First came the Hudson's Hay coni- 
pany, that bought large parcels of land 
from the tribes.
